SAC Chemistry Courses Emphasize 
Preparation for Business World 


(Editor’s note; This is the third of a series of articles 
to introduce the SAC student to the various academic de- 


partments on campus. ) 


Chemistry as one of the vital foundation blocks for 
all science majors, reflects in its instruction, the contem- 
porary emphasis upon preparation for the business world. 


Enrollment is at its peak at Santa Ana College in this 


necessary subject, drawing 
scores of students preparing 
for futher specialization in science. 
Chemistry attracts, as well, a 
number of students taking a lib- 
eral arts course in their prepara- 
tion for a knowledgeable future 
on a variety of subjects. 


Industry 


The desirability of relating 
instruction in school to the indust- 
rial world experiences to be later 
encountered is being stressed at 
SAC. Instruction in chemistry, 
according to the SAC faculty, is 
being carried. out with the view of 
relating industrial experience to 


the theories and experiments faced | 


by the student. Field trips to some 
of the larger industrial sites are 


ineluded in the courses to better 


impress the student with the prac- 
tical side of his subject. 


Experienced Men 


Perhaps, in the selection of the 
faculty members themselves there 
is the best evidence of the prac- 
tical view that obtains. Dr. Walter 
Brooks has just joined the staff 
directly from industry. Associated 
with Dr. Brooks are Arthur H. 
Hayes and Paul K. Hoffman, both 
two-year staff members. 


That chemistry is one of the 
critical subjects for Santa Ana 
College students has been recogn- 
ized, not only as indicated by the 
expanding student enrollment, but 
also by the faculty and the Board 
of Education. Outstanding in its 
importance is the authorized 
$340,000 science building to be 
constructed contiguous to Ham- 
mond Hall. Construction is expect- 
ed to start early in 1961.

The new science building, which 
will also permit expansion of 
the subject matter as cited by 
Mr. Hayes, will also permit an 
increased number of students to 
take the subjects offered. Al- 
though the building will double 
the amount of material facilities 
available for chemistry instruc- 
tion, improved interior arrange- 
ments will more than double the 
number of students to be accomo- 
dated.

Recognition, Scholarships Await 


Santa Ana Honor Society Members 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
first of a series of two articles 
on the honor societies at Santa 
Ana College.) 

National recognition, a wealth 
of distinctive local honors and 
thousands of dollars in material 
awards await the top academic 
students of Santa Ana College. 
The necessity of an early start on 
the road to success in obtaining 
these distinctions is being empha- 
sized by faculty advisors as the 
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school year gets well underway. 

All of the awards include a 
criteria of excellence in scholar- 
ship throughout the school period. 
It is for this reason that students 
must be early aware of the stan- 
dards-established for the various 
scholastic honors. 

Two honor societies have chap- 
ters at Santa Ana College. It is 
toward these that students normal- 
ly orient their efforts in the field 
of scholastic efficiency. The elder 
of the two is Phi Theta Kappa, 
the national honorary scholastic 
society for junior colleges. The 
charter at SAC was granted 31 
years ago. Membership is one of 
the highest distinctions that the 
college may confer upon a stu- 
dent in recognition of his academ- 
ic merit. 

Requisites for nomination of a 
student to this society include: 
a high cumulative scholastic aver- 
age of at least 3.5 and be within 
the upper 10 percent of the stu- 
dent body; an average of 15 sem- 
ester hours, 12 of which. must 
have been in university transfer; 
and be of good normal character. 

The second academic honor 
society on the campus is Alpha 
Gamma Sigma, the California 
Junior College Society. For this 
group there are two elections pos- 
sible. Students are elected as tem- 
porary members when they first 
qualify in a semester. They may 
attain permanent membership if 
selected for three semesters or 
more. Permanent membership is
